fathers of Israel -»ero under His pro- 
tection in the wilderness.

that your generations m:iy know that 
1 made the children of Israel dwell m 
booths, when i brought them up from 
the land of Egypt." 


The sentiment of the feast IP root- 


ed deep in the ancient agncultural 
life of Israel.

the great pilgrimage festivals

other two were Passover and

Feast of Weeks. Eacn of th"se was 
at the harvest time of some particu- 
lar crop. 
On these thrcn occasion.-, 


the people from all over the 'and of 
Canaan would journey to the 
Holy 


City and spend the festival there 
This feast of Ingathering was i.t the 
time of the gathering ii. of fruits 
The booths therefore Tray be ren.i i- 
iscent of the booths ortcted by the 
busy harvesters as temporary dwel1 
ings in the field. The palm branches 
and the willows, the myrtle and cit- 
ron still borne in process .on aroun I 
the synagog on this feast also sug- 
gest this ancient harvest jettuig. 


Succoth was the last af the three 


harvest festivals; and as it ushered 
in the winter season when rain was 
needed for next year's crop, a water 
service was held in the Temple; and 
to this day the prayers for the last 
day of Succoth include special pray- 
ers for rain, which are continued in 
the services until the timf> when the 
spring harvest comes again with the 
feast of Passover. 


As there Is no rabbi stationed at 


Clearfleld, Jews of this locality go to 
Altoona and adjoining towns to ob- 
serve their holidays 
It must be 


conceeded that the Jewish race aie 
steadfast in their faith as they do not 
let business or pleasure interfere with 
the proper observance of their rein?

Eacn of th"se was 
at the harvest time of some particu- 
lar crop.

City and spend the festival there 
This feast of Ingathering was i.t the 
time of the gathering ii. of fruits 
The booths therefore Tray be ren.i i- 
iscent of the booths ortcted by the 
busy harvesters as temporary dwel1 
ings in the field. The palm branches 
and the willows, the myrtle and cit- 
ron still borne in process .on aroun I 
the synagog on this feast also sug- 
gest this ancient harvest jettuig. 


Succoth was the last af the three 


harvest festivals; and as it ushered 
in the winter season when rain was 
needed for next year's crop, a water 
service was held in the Temple; and 
to this day the prayers for the last 
day of Succoth include special pray- 
ers for rain, which are continued in 
the services until the timf> when the 
spring harvest comes again with the 
feast of Passover. 


As there Is no rabbi stationed at 


Clearfleld, Jews of this locality go to 
Altoona and adjoining towns to ob- 
serve their holidays 
It must be 


conceeded that the Jewish race aie 
steadfast in their faith as they do not 
let business or pleasure interfere with 
the proper observance of their rein?
